Riga, Aug. 18. 

E have receiv'd the following Rela- 
tion of the Battle fought between 
the Mufcovites and the Swedes near 
Stagnits in Livonia, on the 19th of 
laft Month ; Written by a Perfon 

“ We had intelligence 

fome time ago, That the Mufcovites were draw- 

ing together a numerous Army near Plefcow, and 
accordingly made Preparation to receive them : 

On the 16th, came the News that they were en- 

tred into this Country,and were advanced to Ereft- 

ferer. On the 17th, General Slippenbach detach’d 

300 Horfe to get intelligence of the Enemy. On 

the 18th, This Detachment met with a Party of 

20co Mufcovites, which they attack’d and drove 
back to their main Army , when the Swedes be- 
ing furpriz’d at the fight of their Numbers, re- 
treated in fome diforder,and were purfu’d in their 
turnby the Enemy. In this occafion Maj.Rofe and 
other Officers were kill’d. Our General being in- 
form’d of what had pafs'd, went himfelf to take 
a View of the Enemy, and perceiving by the 
difpofition of their Troops, that they intended to 
furround his little Army, he thought fit with Ad- 
vice of the Council of War, to prevent their de- 
fign by croffing the River Embak ; this was done 
in View of the Enemy, in great order, over two 

Bridges, which were broken down as foon as all 

the Troops were come over : but the River being 


at that time very low, and the Enemy making, 
ufe of Pontons to tranfport their Artillery, it was, 


impoifible to hinder them from following us: So 
that next Morning General Slippenbach found 
himfelf oblig’d to come to a Battle with them : 
At firft the Advantage was all on our Side, the 
Enemy was beaten and purfu’d a full German 
Mile ; we took 6 of their Cannon, part of their 
Baggage and fome Colours ; in fhort , we prefs'd 
fo hard upon them, that a great many of them 
threw themfelves into the River: but then the 
reft recovering their Spirits, afham’d and enrag’d 


at their flying before a handful of Men, fac’d 


about on a fudden, and put the Finland Horfe 
into fuch a diforder, that they fell back upon 
our Foot and betook themfelves to flight. Upon 
which, all our Artillery fell into the Enemy’s 
Hands with what we had taken from them ; 
and our Infantry, after a ftout refiftance, was 
almoft all cur off. :The Action began at 6 in the 
Morning, and lafted 10 hours. General Slippen- 
bach would have rallied and made a Stand ar 
Helmet, but not being able to bring back the 
Cavalry which fled clear away, and being 
in no condition to face the Enemy with the fhat- 
ter’d remains of his Army, he was oblig’d to re- 


tire to Pernau. We cannot tell exactly what num- 


ber of Men we loft, feveral Soldiers returning 
daily to our Camp : The Enemy’s lofs muft 
needs be greater than ours ; but if they have loft 


Io times as many, they may be fpar’d out of 


fo great a Multitude. . The worft on’t is, that the 
Country lyes expos’d to the Rage of an Enemy 
that will give no Quarter. God fend we may be 
fpeedily Succour’d. 


Dantzick, Aug.23. The Sweeds took Poffeiiion 
of the City of Cracow on the roth, they have al- 
ready receiv’d 30000 Rix Dollars, half the Contri- 
bution which they demanded, and will be paid the 
other half to day. The K. of Sweeden efcap’d be- 
ing made Prifoner by a Detachment, fome fay 
as he was Hunting, others that he was upon a 
March ; but 28 of his Officers were taken, who 
were fent back agen by the K. of Poland, with 
this Compliment to his Sweedifh Majefty, that as 
they were already Coufins and Brothers, he hop’d 
e’re long they fhould be Friends, whichhe earneftly 
defir'd : and "tis faid the K. of Sweeden is fo ta- 
ken with the Meffage, that he has given leave to 
the D. of Mecklenburg to offer him tome Terms of 
Accommodation ; ’tis faid likewife that the Cardi- 
nal Primate is on his way to Cracow, to interpofe 
his good Offices to the fame end.

Schwitz, Aug. 26. The Romifth Cantons affem- 
bled at Wag, have come to no Refolution about 
the Capitulation with the Dutchy of Milan; but 
they have acquainted the other Cantons that they 
cannot meet them in the Diet that was propos’d to 
be held on the .3d of September, and defire that 
po affembly may be put off to the middlé of Au- 
guft. 

Vienna, Aug. 16. Two days ago Baron Schlick 
returned hither from the Court of the Elector of 
ae : what he has done at that Couit is yet a 
secret.

Ratisbon, Aug. 31. We have been apprchenfive 
all along that the Conferences about the Empire’s 
declaring War againft France would have met with 
fome Rub when rhe K. of Sweeden fhould declare 
himfelf on that Subject ; but we are affur'd that the 
Sweedifh Envoy has receiv’d Inftructions to comply 
with the Emperor in it ; fo that there is one confide- 
rable Voice gain’d ; hop’d the Elector of Bava- 
ria will have fome regard to it when he reflects on 
this Affair. We long to know the Refolutions of 
the Courts of Denmark, Pruffia, and Bavaria. 

Cologn, Sept. 5. The Garrifon of Bonn have de- 
ftroy’d feveral Vineyards to clear the Ground for 
fome new Works that are to be added to the Forti- 
fications of that Place ; of which the Owners ha- 
‘ving in vain complain’d to the Elector, they could 
not forbear giving fome Moleftation to thofe that 
were rooting up their Vines ; Whereupon a Gal- 
lows is fet up in that place, and they are threaten’d 
to be hangd on it that fhall dare to make a hew 
Difturbance. 

Amfterdam, Sept. 6. Our Norway Fleet, and that 
from Groenland, and likewife our Herting-Buffes; 
in all to the Number of about 600 Veffels {mall 
and great, are fafely atriv’d in the Texel. The 
Convoy of the Groenlandets took 2 French Ships 
who had 4 Whales on Board.
